folly. 
Reports being received at W ash ­ 
ington, D. C., concerning operations 
of peddlers in certain parts of tin* 
country are indicative some of the 
peddlers are agents of the Germ an 
governm ent seeking to spread dis­ 
ease and pestilence among the pop­ 
ulace of the U nited States.

Washington, D. C. .mly 25. -M ore 
than 60 per cent of the $2,000,000,000 
Liberty Loan has been paid into the 
treasury. Yesterday’s treasury state­ 
ment, the first issued in 24 days, 
shows payments June 30 on the Lib­ 
erty Loan 
account of 
$1,385,024,- 
456. 
Only 20 per cent of the loan, or 
$4U0,000,000, was due June 30, the 
tw’o payments of two and 18 per 
cent being due June IG arid June 28. 
Out of the proceeds and other 
revenue the 
government had re­ 
deemed the certificates of indebted­ 
ness issued in anticipation of the 
loan amounting to $626,000,000 June 
30. 
The balance was deposited in fed­ 
eral reserve and national and state 
banks and trust companies in ac­ 
cordance with Secretary McAdoo's 
plan of distributing the deposits 
among as many institutions as pos­ 
sible. 
A total of $650,662,218 was 
deposited in hanks other than fed 
eral reserve banks June 30. 
Notwithstanding 
the 
enormous 
withdrawals to meet payments on 
the loan—more than three tinges 
the sum d u e — the 
redepositing of 
the funds among hanking institu­ 
tions prevented even a ripple of dis­ 
turbance in the money markets. 
The heavy payments on Liberty 
Loan account ran up 
the

m ent’s balance of cash on hand 
June 30 to the record figure of $1,- 
064,086,250.

treasury department had redeemed 
certificates of indebtedness amount­ 
ing to $626,000,000. The last day of 
the fiscal year also ranked high in 
ordinary revenue receipts, the total 
being more than $20,000,000.

Purchasers
